the People's Forum, of the Intellectual, 
spiritual and mental suffering that he 
had undergone as one of the War 
Qeueration; and of his . intellectual 
evolution from an individualist . to a 
hociallst. 

Most of the uglinras In life, the 
bitter struggle between individuals, 
harshness, unfriendliness, ehcmtliic. 
and dishonesty, said the speaker, was 
duo to the économie atruggle that ia 
constantly loUig m in thia world. It 
is a struggle between Indlvlduali, be« 
tween classes, and what la even wone, 
a struggle between nations, leading 
up to the Great War and Its ghastly 
aftemuth; only the abolition of this 
ci^nomlc atruggle would nklce life 
what It diould be. 



A highly aensittvi^ymtlt who Mt 
that love and affeetloa waa the oen- 
tral theme in life, he found Its M« 
rillment in Catherine Mansfield, young 
authoreis. He left Oxford Otolverslty 
when only in bla third year. In wder 
lo inany her. Alas, be Xound that 
this "condition of love." as be called 
It, was in sharp contrast with the 
harsh realities ot the business wwld, 
where . be ^^was.i dmted'' more than 
once by unwnvidmis^' hard'bearted 
inçn.

Havtog thus thought out ihe whole 
matter, he came to the conclusion 
that the only way to have a peaceable, 
worthy society was to ellmtoate the 
harsh struggle that makes it so ugly;

Now,- for the first time, be 
knew what it was to have peace ol 
the spblt and of the mtod. 

Hie économie struggle had eondi* 
tloned his own life and that of society; 
but now the world was becomtog eco- 
nomlcidly[ more and more totegrated. 
He ended with the hope that the 
world would follow this by a political 
and tatellcctual totegration which 
would bring peace to the world.
